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Purpose of the Resolution

= The purpose of this resolution is to add
recommendations for infants 6-11 months of age
traveling to countries outside the United States
for which protection against hepatitis A Is
recommended and to revise the language

regarding post-exposure prophylaxis to match
the most current ACIP recommendations.



Eligible Groups

Infants 6-11 months of age traveling to countries outside of
the United States for which protection against hepatitis A is

recommended

All children aged 1 through 18 years of age



Recommended VVaccination
Schedule

= All children should receive hepatitis A vaccine at 1 year
of age (i.e., 12-23 months). Vaccination should be
completed according to the licensed schedules below.
Children who are not vaccinated by 2 years of age can
be vaccinated at subsequent visits. Catch-up
vaccination of unvaccinated children should be
administered to children aged 2 through 18 years.

Recommendation for Use of Hepatitis A
Vaccine for Post-Exposure Prophylaxis

Healthy persons aged 12 months through 18
years, who have been exposed to HAV within the
prior 14 days and have not received hepatitis A
vaccine previously should receive a single dose of
hepatitis A vaccine as soon as possible. The
hepatitis A vaccine series can be completed with

the second dose at least 6 months after the first
dose.




Selected Special Categories

= A single dose of hepatitis A vaccine should be
administered to infants age 6-11 months of age traveling
to counties outside the United States for which protection
against hepatitis A is recommended on CDC'’s Traveler’s
health website (https://wwwnc.cdc.gov/travel/). Infants
should then receive the full 2-dose hepatitis A vaccine
series at 212 months of age as recommended.

= Persons administered |G for whom hepatitis A vaccine is
also recommended should receive a dose of vaccine
simultaneously with IG. For persons who receive
vaccine, the second dose should be administered
according to the licensed schedule to complete the
series. The efficacy of IG or vaccine when administered
>2 weeks after exposure has not been established.

Contraindications/Precautions

Contraindications and Precautions
The following conditions are contraindications to the administration of hepatitis A vaccine:

1. Allergy to vaccine components
-Anaphylactic reaction to the vaccine or a constituent of the vaccine

2. Acute, moderate, or severe illness with or without a fever

The following condition is a precaution to the administration of hepatitis A vaccine:

1. Pregnancy

-The safety of hepatitis A vaccination during pregnancy has not been
determined; however, because hepatitis A vaccine is produced from inactivated
HAV, the theoretical risk to the developing fetus is expected to be low. The risk
associated with vaccination should be weighed against the risk for hepatitis A in
women who may be at high risk for exposure to HAV.
